But on the prairies 
certain conditions which determine 
success in growing ornamental plants, 
it has been demonstrated at the Do¬ 
minion Forest Nursery Station at In¬ 
dian Head, Saskatchewan, that many 
shrubs which winter-kill in the open 
arc quite hardy when sheltered by a 
belt of trees. Therefore, it is advis¬ 
able to defer the ornamental planting 
until sufficient shelter hals been estab¬ 
lished by the wind-Jjreak. On the or¬ 
dinary homestead or new farm in the 
West there are many things, such as 
erecting buildings and fences, which 
are more important than ornamenta¬ 
tion. But as the farm grows older 
there will be.greater oppoitunities to 
plant shrubbery and improve the ap¬ 
pearance of the place. That these 
conditions will arise at some future 
time should be kept in mind when ar¬ 
ranging for the planting of trees.—N.

The right of a candidate to appeal from the Board of 
Examiners to the Ministers has been struck out. 

27.- THE POLICE PENSION ACT. 

This Act not being of general interest the reader !• 
referred to the Act itself for the provisions of the scheme. 
2*. AN ACT RESPECTING ADVANCES FOR THE 
PURCHASE OP FEED FOR ASSISTANCE OF 
FARMERS AND THE SECURITIES FOR REPAY¬ 
MENT THEREOF. 

The Art contains the same provisions as that of 1920 
the only difference being to to date* aial that in 1921 
not more than $50.00 worth of goods sliall be advanced 
to any one person. 

29.—THE SEED GRAIN ACT. 1921. 

This Act contains the same provisions as that of 1920. 
the only differences being that the dates are changed and 
that in 1921 the limit of seed for a quarter-section shall 
not exceed $100.00 \aorth, nor the total advances for seed 
grain and feed $900.00, and that the provisions of The 
Dowvr Act shall not apply to mortgages under the Act. 

19. AN ACT TO AMEND THE RECLAMATION 

ACT'. 

The consent of two-thirds of the owners residing on 
lands to he benefittrd lias been done away with in connec¬ 
tion with rechpnation work initiated by the province, but 
each private owner shall be chargeable as to original costs 
and costs of maintenance in respect to each parcel in 
proportion to the estimated benefit as shown on the assess 
raent roll made by the engineer at the inception of the work. 
The collector’s roll as provided for by The Drainage 
Districts Act, 1921, shall, when prepared by an engineer 
and forwarded to che municipal secretary be received 
and dealt with in the same manner as if it were a collector's 
roll received from the secretary of a drainage district and 
the amounts shall be collected and recovered as if they Wen- 
drainage rates imposed under the Act. 

The amount required for maintenance shall be fixed 
annually by the engineer and the amount chargeable in 
respect of each parcel of land belonging to a private owner 
shall be included in the collector’s roll as a rate to be. 
collected. 

The Minister may at any time without a petition or 
without holding an election thereon, form the lands affected 
by the drainage works into a drainage district within the 
meaning of The Drainage Districts Act, 1921, and provide 
for the election uf a Board who sliall thereafter conduct 
the affairs of the district as if che same had been formed 
under the Act. 

Similar amendments have been made for the carrying 
out of drainage works and reclamation by the Dominion 
Government. 

31.—AN ACT TO CONFIRM AN AGREEMENT 
BETWEEN THE PROVINCE OF ALBERTA AND 
ONE J. D. Me ARTHUR PROVIDING THE AS¬ 
SUMPTION OF CONTROL AND MANAGEMENT 
OF THE ALBERTA AND GREAT WATERWAYS 
RAILWAY COMPANY. 

This Act confirms an agreement made the 23rd day 
of July, 1920, by which the Government takes ovef all the 
capital stock of the Company and the Alberta and Great 
Waterway's Railway free from all liability to J. D. 
McArthur Company and the UnlAn Bank of Canada. 

The Act gives the Government authority to lend the 
Company an amount not exceeding a total of two and one- 
half million dollars upon the security of the property 
assets, rents and revenue, present and f uture of the railway, j 
J. P. McArthur is given an option up to theffrst day of 
July, 1927, but not thereafter to buy back the road upon • 
payment to the Government of an amount equal to the 
total of all moneys expended by it in excess of die net 
revenues received from operation, together with interest on 
the several sums expended-from the dates of such expendi¬ 
tures at six per cent, per annum. 

The Government may at any time prior to the exercise 
of the option pay the said J. D. McArthur the sum of seven 
hundred and ten thousand dollars, and thereupon the option 
granted shall absolutely cease and determine and all the 
rights of the said J. D. McArthur shall be at an end. 

The appointment of the Honorable Charles Stewart as 
President, the Honourable C. R. Mitchell as Vice-President, 
and the Honourable Messrs. Boyle. MacLean and Cot* as 
directors is ratified and confirmed. 

32— AN ACT TO AMEND THE TRAVELLING 
SHOWS ACT. 

This Act increases the license fees payableto the Province 
by travelling shows. 

A license fee payable to the Provincial Secretary for every 
day upon which a show exhibits in Alberta shall be ai 
follows: 

For every menagerie, wild west show, carnival or collec¬ 
tion of side shows. In every city, if travelling with— 

Over thirty cars .$250.00 

From 21 to 30 cars. r . . . 150.00

33. —AN ACT TO PROVIDE FOR THE MAINTEN¬ 
ANCE OF THE EDMONTON, DUNVEGAN AND 
BRITISH COLUMBIA RAILWAY COMPANY.lH 
This Act ratifies and confirms an agreement made the 

21st day of July. 1920, between the Edmonton, Dunvegan 
and British Columbia, and the Central Canada Railway 
Companies of the first part, the Government of Alberta of 
the second part. J. IL.McArthur Limited and the Union 
Bank of the third part, the Canadian Pacific Railway of the 
fourth part, and John D. McArthur of the fifth part, the 
general provisions of which are as follows: 

The Government agrees to advance an amount up to two 
and one-half million dollars to the Canadian Pacific Railway 
to bring the McArthur lines up to reasonable standard of 
operating efficiency. 

The Edmonton, Dunvegan and British Columbia and 
Central Canada Companies shall become debtors to the 
Province for all moneys advanced and such advances shall 
be repayable on the first day of July, 1925, or at the option 
of the railway companies on the first day of July, 193b, with 
interest at 6 per cent., payable half-yearly. As security, 
each of the said railway companies grants to the Province by 
vvay of mortgage its undertakings, franchise, rolling stock, 
lines of railway and assets of every kind, such grants to be 
void on repayment as aforesaid. J. D. McArthur and the 
Union Bank postpone their rights and Interests to the 
security granted the Government. 

The Government appoints the Canadian Pacific Railway 
as manager of the line and the McArthur Companies agree 
to and confirm it. 

The Manager with the approval of the Government shall 
disburse all moneys advanced and shall take full and abso¬ 
lute charge of and conduct the railways. The Government 
may name one of the directors and no salaries shall be paid 
the directors during the term of the agreement. 

The manager shall have control for five years and there¬ 
after subject to three months’ notice either way. 

The manager’s remuneration shall be 15 per cent, of the 
revenues of the railways In excess of working expenditures 
as defined In The Railway Act. 

The Act also validates and confirms another agreement 
of July 21st. 1920, between the Edmonton, Dunvegan and 
British Columbia and Central Canada Railway Companies 
and the Canadian Pacific Railway and the Government to 
the effect that all through rates shall be divided on a pro 
rata basis, that is to say, each Company’s share of each 
through rate shall be the proportion thereof which such 
Company’s local class rate bears to the sum of the local class 
rates covering the entire movement. 

Charges for terminal services shall be such as may be 
agreed on between 4he parties. 

By another agreement brought down as a Sessional 
Paper, all the stock of the Railway Companies except 
qualifying shares for directors has been transferred to the 
Royal Trust Company and the Trust Company Is given 
an option exercisable at any time within five years from 
the 21st day of July, 1920, to become the sole owners of all 
the stock of the said companies upon payment of the sum 
of Two Million Dollars and interest to the date of the 
taking over of the said companies under the option. 

34. —AN ACT RESPECTING LIENS ON GOODS 

AND CHATTELS. 

Every person shall have a particular lien for the payment 
of his debt upon a chattel upon which he has expended his 
money, labour or skill at the request of the owner. 

Every warehouseman shall have a particular lien upon 
property stored with him for his proper charges including 
carrier charges when the carrier deposits the property with 
the warehouseman subject to the payment of charges. 

Every wharfinger shall have a particular Hen on the goods 
entrusted to his keeping for his lawful charges. 

Every bailee whether gratuitous or for reward shall have 
a particular lien on the goods and chattels bailed to him 
by the owner thereof for any charges due him under the 
terms of the contract or charges fortare after the contract 
has run out. or If there be no contract after the expiration 
of the time specified in a notice given the bailor by the 
bailee to take the goods away. A judge may dispense with 
the giving of notice if the bailor's address be not known. 

ActUm or constructive and continued possession of the 
property is essential to the existence of the lien The right 
of a Hen may be waived by an express agreement in writing 
basrd on legal consideration A person may detain goods 
until he Is paid and If the debt and storage charges, if any. 
remain unpaid for six months, or If the goods are not re¬ 
moved at the expiration of the time fixed In the contract, 
the lien holder may on not less than thirty days’ notice to 
the owner, apply to a judge and he may make such order 
with resoect to the sale and the manner of conducting same 
as to him seems just. If the goods are perishable the lien 
holder may apply to a judge for order for immediate sale. 

In the event of a dispute as to the amount due or In the 
absence of the bailor the judge may fix the amount or direct 
an action to be brought 

The proceeds of a sale shall be applied first In payment of 
the expenses of the sale, then the Hen holders’ debt and the 
balance to the party entitled thereto. If not handed over 
forthwith auch balance shall be paid by the person con¬ 
ducting the sale to the Provincial Treasurer and if not 
claimed within one year shall go to the General Revenue 
of the Province. Possession of goods and chattels before 
the passing of this Act shall be deemed possession under 
this Act. 

This Act shall apply only to such cases of lien where there 
is not provision for realizing by sale In any other statute 
or where no provision is made In any other statute for 
determining tne respective rights of the owner and the 
bailee. 

Nothing In the Act shall modify or repeal the law re¬ 
specting general Hens 

The Section enforcing liens for the Improvement of 
chattels contained in The Mechanics' Lien Act la by this 

Act repealed 


35. THE SALE OF PUBLIC LANDS ACT. 

The Minister is authorised and empowered to sell by 
public auction at such upset price or reserve bid and on such 
terms and conditions as may be fixed by Order iu Council 
any public lands and to give receipts, agreements of sale 
and transfers therefor. 

If the purchaser makes default it shall be lawful for tbs 
Minister at his option to rescind the sale or to take action 
to recover the amount c^ue with costs through the Courts. 

It shall be lawful for a Minister in all cases where land 
has been vested in the Crown by virtue of tax enforcement 
proceedings to retransfer the land on payment of taxes, 
costs, penalties and all claims of the Crown, and of any 
municipal district for said Crown relief or other claim 
In the event of a re-transfer the rights of all parties lit the 
land shall be restored as they existed at the rime of the 
cancellation of the certificate of title. The Lieutenant 
Governor in Council may make rules and regulations govern¬ 
ing the sale of public lands and it shall not be necessary 
for the auctioneer conducting said sale to obtain a license 
under the provisions of An Ordinance Respecting Auc¬ 
tioneers. Hawkers and Pedlars. The Minister may sell 
public lands bjr*private sale provided said sale be author¬ 
ized by Order In Ccu.icil and provided tliat lands forfeited 
to the Crown under tax enforcement have been first offered 
at public auction and the sale has been abortive. 

36.—THE JURY ACT. 

Subject to many exemptions any inhabitant of the 
Province over twenty-five and under sixty years of age who 
is a British subject shall be liable to serve as a juror In civil 
and criminal cases tried by jury in the Judicial District in 
which he or she resides. 

No woman shall be compelled to servers a juror unless 
prior to the service of a summons upon her she signs a 
document signifying her willingness to so serve. 

The Sheriff of each Judicial District shall before the first 
day of November in each year compile from voters’ lists 
or assessment rods a separate list for each of the places fixed 
for sittings of the Court. The lists for Calgary and Ed¬ 
monton shall contain not less than five hundred names, for 
other places not less than one hundred names and such 
list shall be returned to the Clerk of the Court. C 
Until the Parliament of Canada enacts that it sham not 
be necessary to keep a jury together during the adjournment 
of a trial for indictable offences no woman shall be summon¬ 
ed to serve on a criminal jury. 

Every jury shall consist of six persons any five of whom 
may return a verdict In civil action but in criminal cases, 
the verdict must be unanimous. 

Full directions are given for the drawing of the jury panel 
by lot. 

In all actions triable by a jury, if a woman be a party 
to the action she may at any time notify the Clerk of the 
Court that she desires three women to be upon the jury 
and In such event the jury shall be composed of thray 
women and three men. If all the parties of an action Ix- 
women they may at any time notify the Clerk that all the 
jury be women and in such event the jury shall be composed 
of six women. If the rights of a woman or women who are 
not parties to the action are involved, such woman or wo¬ 
men or any party to the action may apply to a judge for an 
order that one-half or all of the jury be women and the 
judge may make such order as to him seems proper, pro¬ 
vided always that the notice and application for such jurors 
must be given or made at least twenty day9 before the 
opening of the sittings of the Court at which the trial is to be 
held. • • 

Every man summoned and every woman- who having 
signed a consent to serve as a juror who fails to obey the 
summons shall be liable to a fine not exceeding $50.00 or to 
mpriSonment not exceeding thirty days or to both fine and 
imprisonment. 

This Act shall come into force on the first day of August, 
1921. 

37.—AN ACT TO AMEND THE GAME ACT. 

The open season for prairie chicken remains at two weeks 
from the 15th October to the 1st November. The limit 
of ten birds to be killed by one person per day has not 
changed, but the total to be killed by one person in one 
season has been reduced from one hundred to fifty birds. 

The open season for Hungarian partridge is the month of 
October as formerly but the number that may be killed by 
one person in one day has been incresed from five to ten 
and in one season from twenty-five to fifty birds. 

The close season for muskrats has been extended and now 
stands from May 1st to December 1st instead of November 
1st as formerly. 

The amendment provides that camp helpers do not re¬ 
quire (o take out licenses as such camp helpers. 

Penalties as for violation of the Act may now be imposed 
for violation of any regulation made under,the Act. 

Every railway or express company or other common car¬ 
rier shall make a return to the Department of Agriculture 
before the tenth of each month showing the shipments of 
pelts or skins of wild animals received for shipment or 
shipped beyond the boundaries of the province. 

The onua of proof that the tax has been paid shall be on 
the party in whose possession the pelt or skin is found and 
any person evading or attempting to evade payment of the 
'ax in any way shall be liable to a penalty of not less than 
Ten Dollars and coats for each offence. 

Every postmaster, every mayor and aecretary of a town 
or city, every reeve and secretary of a village or a municipal 
district, every commissioner for oaths^very notary public, 
every justice of the peace, every secretary of a public or 
separate school board, every sheriff, deputy sheriff or 
acting sheriff, every clerk or deputy clerk of the Court 
in any Judicial Distric*., every officer, non-commissioned 
officer or constable o'-the Alberta Provincial Police, every 
issuer of game ? tnses and every game guardian shall 
any part of the Province to carry firearms and to issue a 
permit in Form 76 referred to in Section 118 of the Criminal 
Code. No charge shall be made for any v such license < 
permit. 

38.—AN ACT TO AMEND THE MUNICIPAL 
DISTRICTS SEED GRAIN ACT*. 

Owner is interpreted to include any bona fide purchaser 
of land under a written agreement of sale. 

No advance shall be made after the first day of January. 
1921, except as follows: (a) Any Municipal District 
may Advance In respect to any quarter section for use 
1921 seed grain to the value of $100 or less; (b) No 
advance shall be made which together with prior advances 
shall have the effect of charging any quarter section 
with a greater sum than $900; (c) No advance shall be 
made to any person who is not the registered owner in 
fee simple of the quarter section in respect of which the 
advance is sought except with the consent of the registered 
owner. 

The Secretary Treasurer shall take from every person 
to whom seed grain is supplied a demand note and a 
written agreement for a lien in form provided, in favour 
of the municipal district upon all crops grown upon the 
lands mentioned In his application during the year in 
which the notice is given. 

Notwithstanding any other provisions of the Act, when 
a municipality files or has filed a Hen in any year, such 
municipality shall in every year thereafter have a Hen; 
(a) Upon all crops grown from seed advanced; (b) Upon 
the land named in the application except where the appli¬ 
cant is not the owner; (c) Upon all crops grown upon 
the land named in the application except where the advance 
was made to a person who was not at the time of the 
advance the owner of the land and the land has ceased to 
be in the occupation or possession of such person. 

The Secretary-Treasurer shall cause notice of each Hen 
agreement to be registered within sixty days of the date 
of the agreement with the Registration Clerk for chattel 
mortgages in the district in which the land is situated. 

It shall be the duty of the Secretary-Treasurer to enforce 
any lien If the amount due under the note be not paid 
prior to the 15lh day of October of the year In which 
the note is given and the remedies provided by The Munlci- 
nol Districts Act for the collection of taxes with costs by 
distress or suit shall be available for the collection of 
the said indebtedness at any time after the date herein 
mentioned. 

A11 notices as to Hens taken under the Act in any year 
and prior to the first day of May. 1921, if registered within 
sixty days of the passing of this Act shall be good not¬ 
withstanding that the provisions of the Act at the time 
when such agreement was made may have required that 
the notice should be filed within thirty days of the date 
of the agreement. 

In the event of moneys advanced under the Act not 
bring repaid before the 31 st day of December 'next following 
the advance, the Municipal District shall, unless otherwise 
directed by the Minister, borrow an amount sufficient to 
repay the person, bank or corporation that made the 
advance and shall issue debenture or debentures to secure 
the same. 

Full directions are given as to the form, term and re¬ 
payment of such debenture or debentures. 

34.—AN ACT TO ASSIST CERTAIN DRAINAGE 
DISTRICTS. ^ 

Drainage districts have been formed, and the estimated 
cost of the drainage works in the said districts is as follows 

No. I. Holden .$200,000 

No. 4. Daysland . 300.000 

No. 6. Viking. 41.000 

No. 7. Dickson. 46.000 

The Government Is given power to guarantee the 
debentures of the said districts for the said amounts 
respectively. 

The Provincial Treasurer -shall arrange for the sale 
and fix the sale price In connection therewith. 

The drainage works shall be dealt with In the manner 
and by the persons or bodies as directed by the Minister 
of Public Works. Should the Province be called upon 
to make any payment under the guarantee the liability 
shall remain unimpaired and enforceable by the Province 
against the district. 

4®.—AN ACT .TO AMEND THE AMUSEMENTS 
TAX ACT. v 

The Amusement fax shall be on the price of admission 
as follows: 

Admission from 10c. to 15c. a tax of 1 c. 

Admission over 15c. to 50c. a tax of 2 

Admission over 50c. to 75c a tax of 5c. 

Admission over 75c. to $1.25a tax of 10c. 

Admission over $1.25 to $2.00a tax of 12 Jfc. 

Admission over $2.00 . . . . a tax of 25c. 

A tax of twenty-five cents shall be paid by every person 
attending any boxing bout or contest. 

Where admission is given by pass or complimentary 
ticket the tax shall be at the highest rate charged for 
admittance to the performance. * 

♦ 1.-AN ACT TO ASSIST THE LETHBRIDGE- 
NORTHERN IRRIGATION DISTRICT. 

The Act provides for a Government guarantee of the 
debentures of the district to the amount of Five Million,' 
Four Hundred Thousand Dollars. In the event of any 
payment by the'Province tinder the guarantee the liability 
hail remain unimpaired and enforceable by the Province 
against the district. 

The Board of Trustees of the district shall not take any 
step preparatory to the construction of or to the making 
of a contract for the construction of any works, but all such 
matters shall be dealt with by the Irrigation Council 
exclusively and to that end all powers In regard to the 
same vested in the said Board shall be exclusively vented 
in and exercised by the said Irrigation Council except 
where the Minister in writing directs otherwise. 

The Lethbridge Irrigation District Act, 1920. is hereby 
repealed. 

42.—-AN ACT TO AMEND THE VILLAGE ACT. 

“Resident elector” Is restricted to a person actually 
residing In the village or within two miles thereof 


Objections to the petition for the formation of a village 
must be filed withlu thirty days instead of forty day* as 
formerly. t frfeife « FMtt 

Persons eligible for councillors shall be resident electors 
of rite village who can read and write and are British 
subjects. Owners of land in a summer resort village sliall 
be qualified as electors and councillors without being resi¬ 
dents. 

The father and mother Df any person whose name 
appears on ths assessment u>ll« are entitled to vote at 
elections If otherwise qualified. 

Provision is made for giving a person whose name does 
not appear on the assessment roll but who would be 
entitled to vote at an election for councillors the right to 
vote under The Municipal Hospital? Act. 

The Council is given power to employ one or more 
Health Nurses and to share expenses with anotlier Munici¬ 
pality of with the Department of Public Health. 

Power to execute a contract with any person to supply 
utilities for a village is now given upon receipt of an author¬ 
ization by the Board of Public Utility Commissioners 
founded upon a petition signed by a majority of the resident 
electors. 

Amendments providing for the care of the aick follow 
the provisions of The Hospitals Ordinance. ' 

All buildings and improvements upoa lands in any 
village other than a summer village shall, commencing 
with the year 1922 and without any by-law to that effect 
in every year after any debentures have been Issued and 
so long as such debentures are unpaid, be assessed and 
taxed at not less than 50 per cent, of their value. 

Provisions are inserted providing for equalization of 
assessment. 

A by-law for a levy of a business tax must be passed 
prior to the first day of May Instead of the first day of 
June as formerly. 

A village is required to levy and collect all taxes imposed 
by The Supplementary Revenue Act. The Municipal 
Hospitals Act and The Drainage District# Act, 1921, as 
in the said Acts provide. 

A tenant may be compelled to pay taxes on the property 
he occupies, in which case he shall deduct the amount 
from the rent. 

Sections for restraining animals at large shall be repealed 
from and after a date to be fixed by Order in Council. 

43.—AN ACT TO PROVIDE FOR THE REGISTRA¬ 
TION OF NAMES OF HOMES. v 
’“ Registrar” means the Deputy Minister of Agriculture. 
Any person owning a home in the Province and desiring 
to register same may advertise his intention In the Alberta 
Gazette, one issue and may file a declaration in duplicate 
as p r form given with the registrar setting out his name, 
address and description and the name selected and the 
registrar shall, If satisfied that the person is entitled to 
the name selected. Issue a certificate for the exclusive use 
of such name by the owner. Names identical or similar 
to any registered name may not be registered. 

The name shall attach to the land and puss with a transfer 
to the home unless reserved by agreement or relinquished 
by registration. If a person has designated his home by 
any name for two years prior to this Act and finds that 
another person has taken, such naiRe, he may apply to 
have the same name registered as the name of hia home 
with the addition of some indicating locality or he may 
apply to have the registration of the other person cancelled 
and the registrar, if satisfied that such person knew or 
ought to liave known that he was registering a name used 
by another, may cancel such registration. 

No person shall register as the name of his home or as 
part of the name of his home a registered brand unless he 
has been using such narriP to describe his home for at least 
two years prior to the passing of this Act. 

No person shall register as the name of his home a 
pedigree prefix registered in the National Live Stock 
Records of Canada excepting the perpon having such 
prefix registered. 

The registrar shall be entitled to a fee of Two Dollars for 
filing declaration and issue of certificate. 

Any oerson violating any of the provisions of the Act 
shall be liable to a penalty not exceeding Twenty-five 
Dollars and in default to imprisonment not exceeding 
Thirty daVs. but auch provision shall not apply to any 
person who has designated his home for a period of two 
vears prior to the passing of this Act by any name registered 
by another person. 

44.—AN ACT TO AMEND THE ALBERTA 
CO-OPERATIVE CREDIT ACT. 

Stock It now required to be paid for as follows: 20 per 
cent, cash with application, no payment the next year, 
then 20 oer cent, each year uotil paid In full. 

The Governments now empbwered to guarantee to the 
full amount any Security, obligation or financial undertak¬ 
ing given or taken bv a society after M y 1st, 1921. or taken 
oriortobtit renewed after that date. If any society is remiss 
In collecting amounts due on stock after notice the Pro¬ 
vincial Treasurer may collect same. 

The Board shall be made up of four directors elected annu¬ 
ally by the subscribers, three named bv the Provincial 
Treasurer and one by each municiarllty giving a guarantee. 

Personal property includes growing or i uture crops and 
provision Is made for Hen on same. 

When snv society realize# or attempts to realize the 
amount of any loan made to a member. sRCh member and 
hia family shall not be entitled to the benefits conferred bv 
The Exemptions Ordinance. No application for a loan shall 
be approved by any society until the same f hall have been 
submitted to an Inspector appointed under-ihls Act and he 
shall have confirmed the same. 

The abstract of the town finance up to 11/e 31st October 
shall now be prepared by the Secretary-Treasurer Instead 
of by the auditor and the auditor's report for the vear shall 
be in before the first day of February instead of March 
Non-payment of current year's taxes shall not disqualify 
a person from voting If all arrears are paid. 

The father and the mother of a person assessed who is 
qualified to vote shall be entitled to vote if otherwise 
qualified and their names shall He put on the list on applica¬ 
tion during July and August. An officer of a corporation 
must produce a certificate authorizing him to vote for such 
corporation. 

The Council is given power to employ one or more health 
nurses and to arrange to divide the costs with another 
municipality or with the Department of Health 

Power to pass by-laws restraining animals from running 
at large is repealed after a date to be fixed by Order in 
Council. 

Power to pass by-laws preventing vice, drunkenness and 
for .suppressing disorderly houses is struck out, such 
matters being dealt with under The Criminal Code. 

The standard provisions of The Hospitals Ordinance are 
inserted as to the care and treatment of the sick. 

If anv debentures are in arrears either in respect of 
principal or prior to May 1st in any year buildings and im¬ 
provements shall, without airj' by-laws to that effect, be 
assessed at not less than fifty per cent, of their value. 

Business tax may be imposed on a rental basis or on a 
floor space basis. 

The standard provisions as to qualification of assessments 
are inserted. All appeals shall be completed by the Coundl 
by the 20th June and by a Judge before the 1st of Septem¬ 
ber. 

A tenant may on notice nav taxes and deduct the amount 
from the rent payable to tne landlord. Tax recovery takes 
the place for forfeiture proceedings, except as in The Tax 
Recovery ct provided. 

46.—AN ACT T AMEND THE MUNICIPAL 
DISTRICTS ACT. 

A by-law for election of councillors by divisions may be 
voted on at the annual election only, and If carried the 
Minister shall determine the boundari^of the divisions 
A candidate in his acceptance, must state that he is 
twenty-one vears of age. that he is a resident. that his taxes 
are paid up to the 31st of December last but one preceding, 
that he can read and write, that he Is a British subject, 
that he Is not otherwise disqualified and that he will accept 
the office If elected. 

The chief resident officer.of anv corporation shall be 
entitled to vote for the corporation upon producing a 
certificate from the Head Office authorizing him to repre¬ 
sent It. 

At a general election of councillors everv elector shall 
vote for the total number of councillors to be elected and 
not for any less number except where divisions have been 
established in the municipal district, in which case he shall 
vote only in the division in which he resides, or if a non¬ 
resident voter in some one division chosen by him. 

The council is given power to employ one or more public 
health nurses and to arranee to divide the costs with anv 
municipality or with the Department of Public Health 
The Council mav provide for the prevention of loose wire 
open wells or other excavations dangerous to stock and to 
regulate the storage of threshed grain upon any premises 
accessible to stock. 

Power to suppress disorderly houses and gamhlng ponses 
has been struck out. as that comes under the provisions 
of The Criminal Code. 

The council is given power to acquire lands for recreation 
grounds and provisions of The .Drainage Districts Act. 
1921. are made applicable to municipal drains. 

The provisions regarding the restraining of animals from 
being at large are repealed from a date to be fixed by Order 
in Council. 

The standard provisions of The Hospitals Ordinance are 
inserted. , . 

Where any minerals on or beneath the surface of anv 
land are leased or are otherwise In the possession of anv 
person other than the owner of such minerals or are worked 
by the owner thereof for sale or used in his business or other¬ 
wise for profit, then such minerals shall be assessed separ 
ately. . . 

A district is allowed five per cent, commission for collec¬ 
tion of taws under The Supplementary Revenue and Edu¬ 
cational Tax Act. ... , __ 

The Council may by bv-law passed prior to JWav 1st in 
each year provide for a levy of a business tax. but If the 
provisions are made to apply to any trade, business or pro¬ 
fession licensed under the Act. the license fee shall be de¬ 
ducted from the amount of the business tax. 

The provisions for equalization of assessments are in¬ 
serted. A uniform rate of taxation shall not exceed in any 
one year 2 per cent, of the assessed value. 

The district shall collect any drainage rates levied under 
the provisions of The Drainage Districts Act. 1921, or The 
Reclamation Art. 

Tax recovery takes the place of forfeiture proceedings 
except as in The Tax Recovery Act provided. 


(-and*bought by a municipality shall be sold at the first 
favourable opportunity. provided that lands forfeited in a 
cits shall not be sold until the Council approve# of such sal#, 
and any other municipality after i*ying Irrigation rate#, 
if any. mav retain land#, but ahall pay school taxes on auch 
lands, while in its possession. Out of proceeds of sale, 
irrigation rates shall be paid first, then expense*, then all 
other taxes proportionately, in case there is not enough to 
pry all. 

Arrears of taxes and costs mutt be paid at the tiiqe 
>f the sal# and the balance of the purchase price within tvjo 
weeks after the expiration of one year from the sale, other¬ 
wise the purchaser forfeits all claim to the lands and to the 
amount paid thereon. Notice 1# now required t6 be givnn 
bv registered mail and in one issue Gazette and in one issue 
of newpaper at expiration of nine months of the period of one 
year for redemption, and the owner must redeem wlthjn 
the vear. 

After the officer or other person has forwarded a lift 
of arrears of taxes to the Treasurer such officer or other 
person shall not collect any arrears included In such state¬ 
ment. 

48.—AN ACT TO AMEND AN AC71' TO INCOR¬ 
PORATE LACOMBE AND NORTH-WESTERN 
RAILWAY COMPANY AND AN ACT RESPECTING 
LACOMBE AND NORTH-WESTERN RAILWAY 
COMPANY. 

The Act give# the Company power to extend the line in a 
general north-westerly direction to a point in the vicinity of 
the western end of Pigeon Lake, thence in a general north¬ 
easterly direction to a point in or near the City of Edmon¬ 
ton. a total mileage of 125 miles. Power is given to raise 
the bond issue on the line from $25,000 to $30,000 per mile. 

In addition to the sums loaned the road prior to January 
1st, 1921, the Government is empowered to rai#e by way 
of loan and lend the Company the sum of $150,000. 

49.—AN ACT TO AMEND THE STALLION 
ENROLMENT ACT. 

No person, partnership, firm or corporation shall stand, 
travel or offer for services.any grade stallion within that 
j^trea in the Province bounded on the north by the North 
Saskatchewan River, on the east by the fourth Meridian, 
on the south by the northern boundary of townships 29 
and on the west by range 3, west of the fifth Meridian, 
from the northern boundary of townships 29 to the northern 
boundary of townships 41 and by the fifth meridian from 
the northern boundary of townships 41 to the North 
Saskatchewan River, or at any place in the province south 
of the northern boundary of townships 29. 

If. in the opinion of the Board, it appears from the 
second of reports received tliat the percentage of mares 
which have proved to be in foal is too low, the Chairman 
may, on the recommendation of the Board, cancel the 
certificate of enrolment previously issued In respect of 
any stallion. 

The owner of any stallion siring a foal, shall have a lien 
without registration for service fees until the foal reaches 
the age of two years and such Hen shall liave priority 
and such owner may seize and 9ell the foal at any lime 
during the currency of the Hen. 

If service fees are not paid at the time of service, and 
the mare is sold or removed out of the province, the fees 
shall become due and payable upon the date of such sale 
r removal. 

50.—AN ACT TO AMEND THE LIVE STOCK 
ENCOURAGEMENT ACT. 

The Department shall have a charge upon the real 
and personal property within the province of every pur¬ 
chaser v #p security for the payment of any promissory note 
whensoever given by the Association of which he is a 
member and the Minister is given power to take possession 
of any such property and to send notice thereof to the 
purchaser and upon the expiry of fourteen days, to sell 
the same as if he were the owmer thereof. 

All live stock and offspring shall be the property of 
the Government until the notes are paid. If any male 
over two years old is sold, the proceeds must be paid to 
the Commissioner who, if otherwise sufficiently secured, 
may give back the whole amount, or any part thereof. 

The Commissioner or an Inspector may permit sub¬ 
stitution and shall forthwith brand any'substUutea animal 
and vent the brand on any animals released. 

The Commissioner may seize and sell stock if default 
is made In payment of interest. 

51—AN ACT FOR THE PROTECTION OF PERSONS 
ACTING IN THE EXECUTION OP STATUTORY 
OR OTHER PUBLIC. DUTIES. 

Any action against any public officer shall be subject 
to certain provisions the chief ol which are as follows: 

(a) The action must be commenced within six month? 

next after the act complained of; in the case of a con¬ 
tinuance of injury or damage within six months after the 
ceasing thereof. , , , 

(b) Where a judgment is obtained by the defendant 
it shall carry costs to 1** taxed as between solicitor and client. 

(c) In jin action for damages, tender and amends 
before the action was commenced may_ be pleaded. 

(d) If in the opinion of the Court a plaintiff has not 
given the defendant a sufficient opportunity of tendering 
amends the Court may award the defendant coats to be 
taxed as between solicitor and client.

INSURANCE ACT. 

Subject to the provisions of the Act a&Jo withdrawals 
atvi as to the non-inclusions of certain crops air owners and 
occupants of land within the Hail Insurance District 
shall be insured against loss or damage by hail and shall 
be liable to areessment. 

Where any person other than the owner or occupant 
of land whereon insured croi* are grown has an interest 
in such crops, such person sliall be insured against loss or 
damage by hail in accordance with the provisions of this Act. 

Representatives shall receive Six Dollars per day instead 
of Four Dollars. 

The Board is given power to re-insure. 

Every owner or occupant must before the fifteenth 
of June send in a crop report in a prescribed form and the 
Lessee may send a report in lieu of the owner. In default 
of sending such report the Secretary Treasurer may make 
such report and charge the costs as Hail Insurance Tax. 

Applications to be reincluded shall be sent forthwith 
to t life Board by the Secretary Treasurer, but in no case 
shall insurance be in force until the application is received 
by the Board in Calgary. .. . . . ... 

Raw or unbroken land shall be considered to be with¬ 
drawn from the operation of the Act. 

In order to get a rebate, notice of the crops destroyed 
from any cause other than hail must be sent to the Board 
not later than August 1st. 

Hail insurance is extended to the 30th September. 
Claims, notices of which are not sent in before November 
1st of the year are bnrred. 

Clamts of 1919 and 1920 of which no notice has been sent 

10 The insured may by notice after being insured and before 
the crop is destroyed or damaged by hail, increase rite 
insurance from six to eight dollars, from six to ten dollars 
or from eight to ten dollars per acre, but such increase shall

Where crops growing on leased lands are insured the 
owner or occupant shall have a first charge upon all the 
insured crops and security for the payment of the tax or so 
much thereof as is not payable with respect to crop payable 
to the lessor. . . ,. 

Provision is made whereby the lessor may enforce his 
charge upon a sufficient quantity of crop to discharge the 
said tax or part thereof. 

54,—THE SCHOOL ORDINANCE 
The School Ordinance is amended to provide for the 
consolidation of two or more rural school districts a village 
and rural school districts, a town and rural school districts, 
or village and town districts, for the purpose of estabfishing 
and maintaining a school for the education of pupils who 
have completed Grade VkL or Grade VIII. of the public 
school course, the school to be known as a Secondary 
Consolidated School.” . . 

It provides that the trustees of such secondary con¬ 
solidated school district be selected from among the mem¬ 
bers of the boards of trustees of the districts forming tlic 
consolidation, giving each rufal and village board of trustees 
one representative, and each town board of trustees two 
representatives on the board of the secondary consolidated 
school district. . . .. , 

It provides that the procedure for organizing the second¬ 
ary consolidated district be as nearly as possible the same 
as that provided for oganizing a consolidated school district. 
and that where a village or town district together with a 
number of rural districts decides to consolidate, the vote 
be taken in the rural districts before the question of con¬ 
solidation is referred to the resident ratepayers in the 
illage or town district. 

Provision is made for a uniform contract between the 
teacher and trustee, and any amendments to the contract 
must have the approval of the Minister of Education. 

Provision is made for empowering trustees in school 
districts to pay the expenses of any of the members of the 
board, or officials or employees thereof, incurred in at¬ 
tending any convention of school trustees or any other 
educational convention or conference. 

It provides for the appointment of a Board of Conciliation 
to inquire into and investigate any disagreement or dispute 
arising between teacher or teachers and any board of trus¬ 
tees where the disagreement or dispute relates to the 
proper carrying out of the contract entered into between 
the board of trustees and such teacher or*teachers. +4 ** 

It provides that the board has no authorityTto intervene 
in connection with negotlations^between any teacher and a 
sc h ool bn^rd with respect ho a ny new contract or extension 
pr amendment or renewal of any contract already In 
existence. , , , , , , . 

It provides for the payment of the salary of the teacher 
once each month. 

55.—THE SCHOOL ASSESSMENT ORDINANCE. 

Section 90a is added to The School Assessment Ordinance 
and provides as follows: That the board of trustees of every 
•secondary /onsolidated school district shall cause to be 
apportioned annually aipnn* *he school districts included 
in surh district, the amount required for school purposes 
during the current year. The apportionment in each dis¬ 
trict must be in proportion to the value of the assessable 
property in the district. The land assessment for the 
pnrposes of taxation in secondary consolidated school dis¬ 
tricts will be the assessment as fixed for the purposes of the 
supplementary revenue tax. In cases where a village 
town district is within the secondary consolidation a vali 
tor will he appointed each year to make a valuation of all 
real and personal property in each of such district*, which 1# 
liable to assessment and taxation in village district# under 
this Ordinance 


56.—THE SCHOOL GRANTS ACT. 

The School Grants Act is amended by providing an addk 
tional grant of 50 cents per day to each rural district operat¬ 
ing only one room if instruction is given therein in grades 
above the eighth by the written authority of the Inspector 
of Schools 

Provision i# made for the increasing of The grant from 
$2.00 to $3.00 for the senior room of a two-roomed rural 
school; and the increasing of the graut from $3.00 to $3.50 
when any grade or grades above the eighth are taught in such 
» School. 

Provision it made whereby the grant for a senior room in a 
consolidated school sliall be $3.50 per day when there is a 
daily average attendance of at least six pupils in grades 
wove the eighth 

Provision is made for an Increase in the grant from $1.50 
tof»$2.00 per day per room for each school maintaining 
one or more rooms for pupils above the eighth grade and 
providing facilities fpr the education, without fees, of all 
non-resident children in such grades who may apply for 
admission. This provides for a total grant of $4.00 per 
day for each secondary room In a school yrliere the number 
of teachers does not exceed twenty, and $3.50 per day for 
each room In a school where the number of teacher* exceeds 
twenty. 

Provision is made for tin? payment of a grant of $4.00 
per day for each secondary consolidated school district 
tiiat has an average daily attendance of at least fifteen 
pupils, and provides educational facilities, without fees 
for non-resident children 

57.—AN ACT TO AMEND AN ACT RESPECTING 

GOVERNMENT TELEPHONE ANp TELEGRAPH 

SYSTEMS. 

Accumulated surplus of all year# prior to 1921 and of 
each year thereafter shall be transferred to a Reserve 
Trust Fund. 

Deficits for any year sliall be deducted from the surplus 
of any succeeding year before such transfer sliall be made. 
Reserve funds may be expended for the purpose for which 
the fund was created and may be invested in the public 
security of the Province. 


This Act provide# that the Government may rai#e by 
way of loan and lend to the Canadian Pacific Railway 
as manager to the line the luin of $600,000.00 for extension 
of the railway westward from Peace River a distance of 
twenty-five miles. Repayment is secured by charge on 
the whole undertaking and the money shall he paid by 
instalments upon progress.certificates to the chief engineer 
in charge. 


‘Approved district” shall mean any district which, 
or the trustees of which, is or are a body corporate and 
which is approved of by the Lieutenant Governor in 
Council a# being entitled to the benefits of the Act. 

”Institution” shall mean any hospital, school, library, 
show buildings or other building which, in the opinion 
of the Lieutenant Governor in Council, is likely to be of 
general benefit to the inhabitants of an approved district. 

In the case of a municipality or any approved district 
on the border of the province the council or board of such 
tnunici(>ality or district may make arrangements with 
the authority governing the local affairs of any pert of such 
border province or governing any institution situated 
outside the province for the extension to or to the inhabi¬ 
tants of the said municipal district or any part thereof 
of the benefits of any institution, works, construction, 
improvement or service# by any of the said authorities 
or for a like extension of benefits to any of the said authori¬ 
ties by the said municipality or district or any part thereof. 

Provision is made for carrying the agreement for such 
arrangements into effect. 


This Act is practically the application of the provision? 
of The Municipal Districts Act to unorganized territory 
with th(j administration of the Act under ihe Minister and 
Department of. Municipal Affaire. 

After the respective improvement district assessment 
rolls are completed for the year 1920 the difference between 
the sum total of the assessment roll as provided for tn The 
Supplementary Revenue Act and the sum total reported 
to the Minister as being the assessment of the said im¬ 
provement district by the assessment equalization board 
shall be distributed pro rata as between the different

All taxes imposed within ili» uou ndary of an impi 
district by the provision* of The Supplementary Revenue 
Art, The Wild Lands Tax Act, The Educational Tax Act.

61. —AN ACT TO AMEND THE MUNICIPALITY 

FINANCES COMMISSION AC 7T. 

The Commissioner or Commissioners are given extended 
powers to make recommendations in respect of any munici¬ 
pality, the chief of which are: (a) Providing for rebating 
or funding arrears of interest or for a variation in the rate 
of interest payable on any' debt of the municipality, (b) 
Providing for a disposition of surplus capital moneys of the 
municipality, (d Regarding future borrowings of the 
municipality. (d) Respecting the methods, and times 
of assessment of property and collection of taxes, (e) 
Provhlingfor the imposition of a service tax. 

Where the ordinary procedure involves undue expense 
to recommend a scheme for dealing with arrears of taxes 
anJTwith the vesting jn the municipality of lands on which 
taxes are in arrears and for dealing with plansof subdivisions 
after notice to parties interested. 

To make from time to time recommendations amending 
rescinding In whole or In part previous recommendations 
respecting any municipality. 

Where school taxes are collected by a municipality other 
than the school district in respect of which they are payable 
hen a request by either mav be treated as a request by both 
if the commissioners consider it advisable to investigate 
the financial affairs of bdth. 

In the event of any municipality failing to comply with 
the recommendations of the commissioners, the Lieutenant 
Governor in Council may dismiss the council and appoint 
n administrator of its affairs. Such administrator shall 
Jjo be the official trustee of the School District where school 
taxes are collected by the municipality. The Government J 
may advance to an administrator up to $20,000 in any one 
vear to discharge in whole, or in part, the liabilities of muni¬ 
cipalities in which an administrator has been appointed, and 
the Provincial Treasurer may' take such securities therefor 
as may to him seem fit. 

62. —AN ACT TO AMEND TIIE LAND TITLES ACT 

Provision is made whereby a person getting land by 
reason of adverse poyession may file a copy of the judgment 
and after three months the registrar, unless he is satisfied 
that an anpeal is being taken, may cancel the certificate of 
title and issue a new one to the applicant. 

An amendment provides a simple method whereby a 
registered owner may get rid of an execution which appears 
as a cloud on his title although it is against another person 
of the same or a similar name. 

The owner makes and files with the registrar or send* to 
him bv registered mail an affidavit in given form and the 
registrar forthwith notifies the execution creditor, or his 
solicitor, if in actual practice, that at the expiration of the 
time set out in the notice the execution shall be disregarded 
unless the execution creditor files a statement continuing 
the execution. In effect. The registrar may allow the pgp 
making the application a sum not exceeding Three 
Dollars in payment of his coats. 

63.—AN ACT TO AMEND THE WORKMEN’S 
COMPENSATION ACT, 1418. 

In the case of any industry not within the scope of the 
Act upon the application of the workmen engaged therein 
or a majority thereof or of the employer the Board may 
bring the industry or workmen within the scope of the Act. 
provided that this provision shall not apply to the employ¬ 
ers Insofar as any employees are coneerned excluded from 
the provilions of the Act by Section 60. 

In ease of death or permanent total disability, or in case 
of permanent partial disability, where the impairment of 
the earning caoacitv of the workman exceeds ten per cent, 
of hit earning capacity (it the time of the accident, no com¬ 
mutation of periodical pay'ments shall be made except unon 
application of and at annmount agreed to by the dependent 
or workman entitled to such payment. The scale of com¬ 
pensation has been amended as follows: 

Where death results from an injury, the amount of com¬ 
pensation shall be: 

Where the widow or invalid husband is the sole dependent 
a monthly payment of $35.00. 

Where the dependent* are a widow, or invalid husband, 
and oneor more children, a monthly payment of $35.00 with 
anaddltional monthly payment of $7.30 for each child tinder 
the age of sixteen years, not exceeding in the whole. $6^.00 
Where the Only dependent* are c h i ldr e n , a mo nt hl y 
payment of $12.30 to each child under sixteen, not exceed 
ing in the whole $50. 

Where the only dependents are persons other than those 
mentioned, a sum reasonable and proportionate to the 
pecuniary lo#s. but not exceeding $30.00 a month to r 
parent or <>arent#. and not exceeding in the whole $65.00 
per month. 

Where the workman leave* no widow, or the widow 
subsequently dies and an aunt, sister or other suitable 
person acts as foster mother in keeping up the household 
such foster mother shall be entitled to receive the same 
monthly compensation for herself and the children as 
if she were the widow of the deceased, and in such case 
the children’s part of such payment shall he In lieu of 
the monthly payment which they would otherwise have 
been entitled to receive. 

Where permanent total disability results from the 
injury the compensation ahall be a weekly payment 
during the life of the workman equal to fitty-five per 
cent, of his average weekly earnings during the previous 
twelve month#, if he has been so long employed, but If 
I not then for any tuch less period during which he has 
\ been in the employment of hi# employer. 


Where permanent partial disability results from the 
injury, the comi*ensation shall be a weekly payment of 
fifty-five per cent, of the difference between the average 
weekly earnings of the workman before the accident 
and the average amount which be is earning or able 
to earn after the accident, and the compensation shall 
be oayahie during the lifetime of tbe workman. 

Where tbe impairment of the earning capacity of tbe 
workman does not exceed ten per cent o! hia earning 
capacity, the Board may direct that a lump sum be paid 
instead of the weekly payment. 

Where temporary total disability results from the 
injury, the compenMatlon shall be the aame as for per¬ 
manent total disability, hut shall be payabMi only so, 
long as the disability last*. 

Average weekly earnings shall be computed in such 
a manner as is best calculated to give thr rate per week, 
but not so gs in any case to exceed $2,000 per annum. 
The amount of compensation to which an injured person 
shall be entitled for temporary total or i > rmaneiH total 
disability shall not be less than $10 per week, or where 
his average earnings arc less than $10 per w< <rk, the amount 
of such earnings. , 

The amendment# shall come into effect on iuly lit. 1921. 

64.—STATUTE LAW AMENDMENTS. 
Amendment# of general interest only are referred to. 

I.— 1 Turn Motor Vehicle Act. 

Chauffeur of a van carrying pupils to and from any 
consolidated school shall not be required to pay a license 
fee. The fine has been doubled upon conviction of any 
person driving or operating a motor vehicle while intoxi¬ 
cated.

such land, be deemed to be an improvement on the land, 
notwithstanding that such canals, ditche# or other improve¬ 
ments may not be located upon such parcel <»i land. The 
tax shall not be payable by a municipality on a transfer 
of any land vested in it by virtue of thr enforcement 
proceedings. 

3. —The Intestate Succession Act. 

Where any person being a child or other i*»ue of a 
testator to whom any property is devised <>i bequeathed, 
dies in the lifetime of the testator and no provision is 
made in the will for such contingency, and any children 
or Issue of any such person is or are living at the time of 
the death of the testator, such devise or bequeit shall not 
lapse, but sliall take effect so that such children or issue 
shall take, and if more than one, equally, th<- share which 
their, his or her father or mother would have taken if such 
father or (pother had survived the testator, unless a 
contrary intention appears in the will.

ANIMALS ACT. 

The definition ol “animal running at large” is 
amended by striking out the words “in charge” 
and substituting “under the immediate, con¬ 
tinuous and effective control.” 

"Day” shall mean a period of twenty-four 
hours. 

The definition of “prohibited animal” is ex¬ 
tended to mean any animal prohibited by by-law 
from running at large in a municipality or part 
thereof. 

“Resident” shall mean any person who resides 
within' a municipality and is either a tax payer 
or a tenant at a fair value rental of lands therein 
Each animal in any herd, band or flodk shall be 
deemed tc be running at large, unless the herd, 
band or flock is under the charge of a sufficient 
number of herders to ensure the easy retention 
of immediate, continuous and effective control 
over each animal comprised in the same.

ft.— AN ACT TO AMEND AN ACT 
RESPECTING GAOLS AND PRISONS. 

Five new sections give rules and regulations 
for officer* and servants and provide penalties 
for the non-observance of such provisions. 


I Any prisoner who upon his discharge or release 
I uses any money or ticket given him for any 
| purpose other than that (or which such was 
furnished is made liable to three months' im¬ 
prisonment. Persons who are found trespass¬ 
ing upon the grounds, buildings, yards, offices 
or other premises of any gaol or prison, or who are 
found loitering in the vicinity of such premises 
are liable to fine or imprisonment. 

7. —AN ACT TO AMEND THE VITAL 

STATISTICS ACT. 

The Deputy Minister of Health shall be Regis¬ 
trar General and the Lieutenant Governor in 
Council shall appoint a Deputy Registrar 
General. 

Every Registrar upon registering the death 
of.and before issuing a burial permit with respect 
to an infant under one year of age shall ascertain 
the place of birth and if the same is within his 
registration district I e shall not issue the permit 
until the birth is registered. 

Where death occurs outside the Province, or in 
a registration district other than that in which 
the burial is to take place a certificate of registra¬ 
tion of death signed by the proper officer at the 
place of death, or by the registrar of the district 
in which the death occurred,as the case may be, 
shall lie sufficient authority for the issue of a 
burial permit. 

In the event of the child being born dead, 
both the birth and death shall be registered 
and notice of each shall be filed with the district 
registrar in the usual manner. 

The fee for searches of original entries of 
births, marriages and deaths has been changed 
from twenty-five cents for each search to twenty- 
five cents for each period of three years or 
fraction thereof covered by the search. 

8. —THE WATER USERS' DISTRICT ACT. 

1920. 

The managers had power under the Act “to 
impose an equal rate per acre upon the area 
to be irrigated.” This has been amended to 
read “to impose upon the occupiers of the 
land within tne district an equal rate per acre 
of the area to be irrigated.". Any rate §o im¬ 
posed shall constitute a debt from the person 
upon whom it is imposed to the managers and 
may be recovered in the same manner as the 
Municipal tax. 

By-laws in regard to maintenance of irrigation 
ditches may provide for such by allotting for 
maintenance to each person in the association 
a certain portion of the ditches which may include 
crossings of roads and the structures in connec¬ 
tion therewith, and it shall be the duty of each 
person to properly maintain his portion. If he 
does not do so the managers may give him written 
notice to repair within one week, and if he does 
not do so they may have the work done and 
collect th<* cost and any export*** irom tftt 
person in default as a rate imposed by the Act. 

When any member of an association wilfully 
permits damages to be caused by the careless or 
improper use of irrigation water he shall be liable 
for the costs of repairing such damages and the 
managers may assess as a rate under the Act 

The secretary is made the returning officer for 
any annual election after the first election, and 
the notice of such election need not set forth 
the area of the district. The secretary-treasurer 
before entering on his duties shall give a bond 
in an amount satisfactory to the managers for 
the faithful performance of his duties. 

Section 22 of the Act is struck out.

Any person who is registered as a nurse under 
the laws of any other province, state or country 
may upon payment of the fee be registered 
without further examination, if the Senate of the 
University of Alberta is satisfied that the stanc.- 
ing of qualification for registration required there¬ 
in is at least equivalent to that required in Al¬ 
berta. • 

The Senate of the University of Alberta shall 

(1) Satisfy itself that any person entering 
upon a course of hospital training leading to 
registration has passed the Grade VIII. examina¬ 
tion of the Public School course of the Province 
or has equivalent educational stapding. 

(2) Fixed standards of training with regard 
to bed, capacity classes, lectures and other 
factors making for efficiency. 

(3) Refuse recognition of any hospital in, 
which such standards are not observed. 

(4) Prescribe the subjects and scope of the 
qualifying examination and appoint examiners to 
conduct the same. 

10.—AN ACT TO AMEND THE AGRICUL¬ 
TURAL SOCIETIES ORDINANCE. „ 

| A new society shall not be formed unless its 
chief- place of business- is at least twenty-five 
miles from the chief place of business of an) 
existing society,. 

The annual meeting of every society shall be 
held bet ween the 30th day of November and th< 
Uth day of December at a time and place to be 
fixed by the Board of Directors. 

Payment of grants has been amended as fol 
lows: 

To each society of over one hundred paid-up 
members the grant is fifty cents per member up 
to two hundred members. 

To each society holding an exhibition who» 
total expenditure for prizes exceeds $400.00 in 
the case of the first exhibition, and exceeds $500.00 
in subsequent exhibitions, the grant is 60% of the 
amount actually paid out'for prizes, but not 
exceeding $3,000. To a society holding a wintei 
exhibition of poultry, the grant is 60% of the 
amount paid in prizes without limit as to total 
To a society holding a horticultural exhibition 
or a combined field crop and clean seed exhibi 
tion, or a spring stallion show, the grant is 60^ 
of the amount paid in prizes, not exceeding 
$300.00 for each. For a field grain competition. 
60%, not exceeding $250.00, and for a good farm* 
competition, 60%, not exceeding $100.00. 

11. —AN ACT TO AMEND THE ALBERTA 

INSURANCE ACT. 

Every company or person doing insurance 
business shall forward to the Provincial Trea 
surer on or before the end of January in ever) 
year a statement - showing the names of all 
agents to whom any such company or person has 
paid a commission during the twelve months 
immediately preceding the first day of January 
of that year. 

No agent of any company or person whomso 
ever shall by means of misleading or false 
statements, procure or induce or attempt to 
procure or induce any person to surrender or 
otherwise avoid any policy of insurance. Any 
tender of money under tne provisions of the 
Act may be made by marked cheque drawn upon 
a bank to which the Bank Art applies.' 

12. —AN ACT TO AMEND THE SAVINGS 

CERTIFICATE ACT. 

Savings Certificates may lie issued for an 
amount not exceeding five million dollars out¬ 
standing^! any one time at a rate of interest not 
to exceed 5% per annum.

THE COLONIZATION PLAN 

■ _ 

The greatest single plan that has 
ever been put forward for the ad- 
vaicement of the Western Canada, 
short of the building of die Can. Paci- 
vancement of Western Canada Paci- 
plank of an organization known as the 
Western Canada Colonization Society. 
~fk is a plan by which the many mil¬ 
lions of acres already provided with 
railways, highways, schools tele¬ 
phones and other amenities of civili¬ 
zation may be brought into occupa¬ 
tion by bona fide farmers. This plan 
would compel owners of unoccupied 
land to register the selling price of 
their lands (which price would be 
made the basis of tax assessments) 
and give some local person the power 
to sell the land on their behalf at the 
registered price. 

The association is shortly to sub¬ 
mit its plans to the three premiers of 
the prairie provinces. Each govern¬ 
ment is asked to create a land board 
for its province which will list all va¬ 
cant lands with prices fixed for two 
years and issue maps and literature 
showing the location of this land and 
giving facts as to the price and the 
character of the soil. If this plan is 
carried out the Western Canada Col¬ 
onization association and every other 
immigration agency operating out¬ 
side of Canada will be able to decide 
beforehand the district to which the 
intending settler is to go and he will 
be able to get the land he requires 
without delay, and without the inter¬ 
vention of speculators. 

But until the governments of the 
three prairie provinces pass legisla¬ 
tion to prevent the price of unoccu¬ 
pied lands from soaring, with the in¬ 
flux of new settlers, the Western Col¬ 
onization association has decided not 
to pass its plans into active operation 
for the present and Major-General A. 
D. McRae, managing director of the 
association, has returned to Vancou¬ 
ver in the meantime. 

After the conferences between east¬ 
ern and western directors, the follow¬ 
ing authorized statement was issued 
from the offices of the Western Can¬ 
ada Colonization association today: 

“The successful functioning of the 
j Western Canada Colonization associ¬ 
ation depends upon the working out 
of a joint settlement plan under which 
! the efforts of the federal and provin- 
jcial governments will be effectively- 
co-ordinated. Nothing short of such 
a plan will afford this association a 
real basis upon which to carry out 
the vital national undertaking for 
which it was created. 

“It is felt that the organization 
would be unwise to expend a large 
amount of money in securing high- 
class settlers only to find the lanaa 
increased in price on their arrival. 

“It is realized that all promises and 
statements made to intending settlers 
must be fully carried out. 

“The directors of the association 
have arrived unanimously at this con¬ 
clusion after the most careful inves¬ 
tigation of existing conditions 
throughout the west.” 


AIRMEN PROTECT FORESTS 

Airplanes were used in the latter 
part of last season in patrolling Do¬ 
minion forest reserves in the WeEt 
and the experiment will be continued 
and developed this season. This is 
the latest method of patrol, but pa¬ 
trols will be continued with the aid of 
horses, canoes, launches, and railway 
velocipedes, and on foot Hundreds 
of miles of telephone lines have been 
erected on Dominion forests to give 
quick communication between lookout 
stations and • forest headquarters. 
Lookout men stationed on mountain 
peaks or high towers scan the horizon 
throughout the danger season and 
send in warning at the first sign of 
smoke, that fire-fighters may be sent 
at once to the spot. Where there are 
no telephone lines a system of flash¬ 
light signalling, using heliographs by 
day and lanterns by night, has been 
worked out. So far as the funds j 
available permit the most modern. 
methods and devices are employed to 
protect the great resources in our Do- 1 
minion forests.

VICTORIA WILL HAVE OWN | 
.AEROPLANE 

The city of Victoria will soon have 
a locally owned and operated aircraft. 
The machine is now in course of con¬ 
struction and will be completed this 
week. It is a Curtiss J.N.~ 4 type of 
aircraft, fitted with pontoons instead 
of the ordinary wheeled undercar¬ 
riage, thus making it a seaplane, for 
operation to and from water. It is 
equipped with an 80 horse-powered 
Curtiss engine and capable of making 
60 to 65 miles per hour. Norman A. 
Goddard will be the pilot navigator 
of the new craft. It will ply from 
Victoria and along the west and east 
coast of the .Island as far north as 
Comox, and will find its main work in 
carrying of passengers and limited 
freight to inland waters of the Island 
—cannery plants, prospection trips 
and all classes of work where remote¬ 
ness and difficulty of access make the 
aircraft desirable for rapid and con¬ 
venient transportation. Seattle and 
Vancouver have had commercial air¬ 
craft transportation on a limited foot¬ 
ing for some months now, but the es¬ 
tablishment of the new Aerial Trans¬ 
port Company will be the first to be 
operated on the Island since last fail. 


TAUGHT AMERICA GOLF 

The great golf invasion from Amer- 
ica-scrves to recall that there is still 
living the man who may be said to 
have introduced golf on the other side. 
In his “Fifty Years of Golf” Mr. Hor¬ 
ace Hutchison has told us how, on a 
Sunday afternoon, he gave some sim¬ 
ple demonstrations of the game at a 
country club near New York, and how 
little enthusiasm its first introduction 
raised in the minds of his hosts, whose 
utmost enthusiasm did not go beyond 
the epneession that it might be a way 
of passing a lazy Sunday afternoon.— 
London Daily Chronicle.

Returns from the games played 
have now reached a sufficient amount 
to pay expenses of the tour of the 
Scotish football team, and the re¬ 
ceipts'from the games yet to be play¬ 
ed will go to the D.F.A. The tour, 
has been an immense success finan¬ 
cially and otherwise. 

Ontario will be the headquarters of 
the Federal Women’s Institutes of 
Canada for the next two years. This 
was decided at the convention held 
last week at Edmoqton. It was de¬ 
cided to hold the next directors’ meet¬ 
ing at Saskatoon and the next biennial 
convention at Fredericton, N.B. 

The first conviction under the new 
B. C. Liquor Act at Fernie took place 
on June 23, when a lumberman named 
Leeman was fined $50 for being drunk 
in a public place. The new law in 
B. C. permits the purchase of liquor, 
but does not allow drunkenness in 
public. 

So great was the success of the 
Elk’s picnic for the patients of the 
Keith Sanitarium at Calgary, held up 
the Bow river Wednesday afternoon, 
that the “Hello Bills” have decided to 
make this occasion a monthly affair, 
and to take the patients of this hospi¬ 
tal out regularly, once during each 
month of the summer. 

Alberta’s population is put at 620,- 
000 by the provincial vital statistics 
branch. That figure has been made 
upon the bash* of the births and 
deaths during the year 1920, the of- 
I ficial report of which has just been is¬ 


sued. Births in the province in 1920 
numbered 16,565, a net increase of 2,- 
435 over those of 1919. The record 
for any one year had previoud^Hbeen 
held by 1918, but this last report 
goes beyond that record by 1,676. The 
birth rate per thousand of population 
was 27.72. 

The Government of Canada has de-! 
cided that employees in the civil ser¬ 
vice of the Dominion are to be “let 
out” at 65 years of age. • The useful¬ 
ness of a man can not be definitely 
settled at 65. It is to be noted that 
a rule of this kind has not been made 
to apply to the members of the House 
of Commons or Senate. 

The NatiSfial Council of Women, in 
session at Calgary, passed a resolution 
favoring the appointment of women to 
the Canadian Senate. They are quite 
justified in their resolution, if the Sen¬ 
ate is to remain, but their offorts 
would be of better avail if they en¬ 
deavored to eliminate the Senate. 

Dr. James W. Robertson, head of 
the Canadian Red' Cross, with offices 
at Toronto, is making a tour of the 
western provinces. 

The ever and rapidly increasing 
number of auto accidents should 're¬ 
mind drivers that there is a speed 
limit, and if this is not soon more 
generally observed there will surely be 
a general demand for a still lower 
limit of speed. 

Marriage licenses in Ontario, after 
September 1st next, will be issued only 
by municipal clerks. This is not in¬ 
tended to curtail in the least the mar¬ 
riage business, but as to records and 
otherwise the change is designed to 
have advantages. 

Sufficient returns in connection with 
the recent Red Cross campaign have 
been received to indicate that the ef¬ 
fort will result in a splendid success. 
Any province or community does it¬ 
self credit in support of such' an en¬ 
terprise. 

One of the Presbyterian church pub¬ 
lications is just now giving promin¬ 


ence to the importance of publicity, 
and says, that if Christians are to be 
the light of the world they will have 
to let the world know more of what 
they have done ami are doing. They 
will have to realize that they are in 
business and that if their business is 
to prosper they will have to advertise. 
The medium most favored is the local 
newspaper. And this is correct. 

“For a government which claims to 
represent no particular class, the 
Stewart Government, which is now 
appealing to the people, has a record 
in the administration of affairs per¬ 
taining to agriculture which no gov¬ 
ernment, even though it were compos¬ 
ed wholly of farmers themselves, 
could excel.” This is the statement 
made unreservedly by the Lethbridge 
Herald. Members of the U.F.A. evi¬ 
dently think otherwise, judging from 
the opposition which they are giving 
the government in the contest, and 
they are certainly entitled to their 
opinion. 

a 

Come to think of it, there is a big 
job ahead for the government of the 
party which wins the election in Al¬ 
berta. Taxation is now very high 
and it must go higher, the financial 
condition of the province making it 
absolutely necessary that more money 
be raised. 

Hopefulness is now expressed for a 
return to peace in Ireland. The vis¬ 
it of the King and Queen to that coun¬ 
try is considered to have proved a 
conciliatory agency. The trend of 
events during the recent past would 
give strength to the hope, but the re¬ 
cord of Ireland makes hope difficult, 
yet all who favor peace are the more 
desirous for peace. 

L. Lyons, convicted of the theft of 
a motor car from a Calgary garage, 
has been sentenced to serve one year 
in prison with hard labor. 

Members of the council of the Cal¬ 
gary Board of Trade are arranging 
for a trip to -Cardston to visit and 
view the new Morman temple in that 
town.

Now that a provincial election is 
definitely in prospect, being officially 
set for Monday, July 18th, -the atten¬ 
tion of the country is once again cen¬ 
tred on the government at Edmonton, 
and on the strength of its record, and 
the business-like and progressive pol¬ 
icies which have tieen followed. It i.- 
now being generally forecasted in 
semi-official circles that the Stewart 
administration will be returned to 
power with an increased majority in 
the legislature. 

Ffteen years of a Lijieral regime in 
Alberta have created an imposing 
structure of legislation that has ad¬ 
mirably met the needs of all classes 
of the people in the province as far 
as reasonably possible, and which in 
many respects has become the model 
for other progressive provinces of 
Canada. Citizens of Alberta may 
boast that this province after a cycle 
of fifteen years since autonomy has 
set out to write its history in a bold 
and steady hand. 

Out of the volume of legislation 
which has taken form during the 
courses of various legislatures a host 
of acts arc outstanding on the statute 
books which have been of estimable 
benefit to the farmers, industrial 
workers, and to the people generally 
in a social, economic and humanitar¬ 
ian sense. In its policy of railway 
development of the great north coun¬ 
try the Alberta government years ago 
took a daring step, criticized relent¬ 
lessly at the time and since, but 
which in spite of tremendous handi¬ 
caps of adverse conditions in finances 
and a world war, Whs been splendidly 
vindicated by the development that 
has taken place in -the north during 
the last six years, and which is now 
in prospect by reason of important 
discoveries of oil and other natural 
resources in which the province 
abounds. 

On a scale equal to the policy of 
railway guarantees the Alberta gov¬ 
ernment has now won wide commen¬ 
dation by launching the program ol 
full bond guarantees for irrigation 
and drainage projects which obtained 
the approval of the legislature. * 

It is a tribute to the splendid man¬ 
ner in which the government has car¬ 
ried on business during trying years 
of a world’s crisis that in many con¬ 
stituencies people of all shades of po¬ 
litical opinion should be rallying to 
the support of Premier Stewart even 
thus early in the campaign. Evident¬ 
ly it is the belief that All>erta, in com¬ 
mon with the other provinces, is still 
facing critical times in the period of 
universal re-establishment, and that 
the province cannot afford to take 
chances with unknown and untried 
forces in government. Premier Stew¬ 
art, pioneer and practical farmer that 
he is, has held at all times rigidly to 
a policy of sound business methods in 
conducting the affairs of the province, 
and in this has been loyally and.ef¬ 
ficiently supported by the cabinet and 
the government forces in the legisla¬ 
ture. 

Fighting for the Resources. 

While in some quarters party lead 
ers have been attempting to make a 
political football out of the natural re¬ 
sources question Premier Stewart and 
his cabinet have been quietly but 
firmly bringing reason and pressure 
to bear on the federal authorities and 
as a result Ottawa promises, that some 
definite proposition will be made to 
Alebrta by Premier Meighen upon his 
return‘from England. 

Despite its being deprived of the 
control of the natural resources, the 
Alberta government has met all rea¬ 
sonable needs of the province without 
exhorbitant taxation and without the 
loss of financial prestige abroad. A1 
berta’s credit in fact has been invar¬ 
iably of the highest, and in an effort 
to provide the cheapest possible 
money to farmers the ’government 
now guarantees the borrowings of 
co-operative societies for pried under 
provincial assistance. 

Taking into account the appropri¬ 
ation for 1921 the public works de¬ 
partment has spent $6,660,000.00 on 
roads, bridges and ferries in Alberta 
since 1917. All automobile license 
receipts are expended in highway im¬ 
provement. 

The provincial telephone system of 
Alberta has become one of the great¬ 
est state enterprises of the kind on the 
continent and its service and efficiency 
is increasing with surprising rapidity, 
considering the vast territory to cover 
in the province. The s\,>tem gave 
service to 42,854 subsenoers in 1920, 
of whom 13,833 were farmers, over 
835 cities, towns and hamlets being 
served. 

In its school policy Alberta has al¬ 
so blazed the way. Rural education¬ 
al work is being encouraged to the 
last cent the province can spare in 
such work; high school facilities are 
being carried into the country by 
means o:’ special grants; two room 
schools and teachers residences are 
making for greater efficiency and per¬ 
manency in the rural field; special fi¬ 
nancial aid is given weaker districts;! 


available as well as consolidated ele¬ 
mentary schools, and liberal grants 
are made for currying on the schools- 
in all cases, including special grants 
for technical work and manual and 
domestic training. The university of 
Alberta is becoming one of the best 
amongst the pro\ l inc3s, and the nor¬ 
mal schools by means of government 
loans where necessary and the prob¬ 
lem of teachers supply has been plac¬ 
ed on a promising Way of solution. 

In health work and in child welfare 
endeavor the new department of 
health in the province has already 
made an enviable record. The muni¬ 
cipal hospital policy is one of the 
most advanced in Canada, while all 
public hospitals are given substantia) 
aid by the government. The public 
health nursing plan is another popu¬ 
lar branch of this growing depart¬ 
ment. 

The women of Alberta are more 
favored in regard to legal status than 
are those of any other province in 
Cunada. This is a candid statement 
of the leaders of the women’s move¬ 
ment in the province. Alberta was 
the first to give wopien the vote; the 
first to give them a place in the legis¬ 
lature, in municipal councils and a 
seat on the judicial bench; the first to 
give equal parental rights, and the 
first to make women eligible for ser¬ 
vice on juries when desirable. 

Government With Farmers 

It cannot be truthfully said that 
Alberta’s government has not always 
stood first and foremost with the 
farmers. For this nb apology is 
necessary and none is made, aijfj since 
Premier Stewart assumed office he 
has endeavored to give still more at¬ 
tention to the needs of the agricultur¬ 
al and stock raising industry of the 
province, realizing that upon this 
basis all general progress and .pros¬ 
perity depends. The live stock en¬ 
couragement act alone has proved of 
incalculable benefit to the province; 
the system of agricultural schools is 
recognized as the finest in Canada 
and the special study of eastern prov¬ 
inces; liberal grants and assistance to 
fairs and stock shows have enabled 
better stock breeding and marketing 
to flourish, municipal hail insurance 
has been working admirably under 
government aid, while the dairying in¬ 
dustry has been" established in Alber¬ 
ta as second to none in Canada by 
reason of government assistance. 
Scores of other measures have been 
enacted for the protection of farmers 
and in addition during unfavorable 
seasons the government advanced over 
$1,200,000 lor seed grain and relief 
in local improvement districts, be¬ 
sides guaranteeing loans for the 
same purpose to the extent of $3,000,- 
000 . 

Legislation relating to the benefit 
and protection of the laboring classes 
is also on an advanced scale while 
kept well within the bounds of rea¬ 
son and caution. While taking spec¬ 
ial precautions in the interest of the 
miners, the government has also come 
to the assistance of the mine opera¬ 
tors and by systematic campaigns 
opened markets in neighboring prov¬ 
inces for Alberta cbal. The payroll 
in the coal mines of the province in 
1920 amounted to over $20,000,000, 
while over 7,000,000 tons of coal were 
produced to the value of $33,919,240. 

It is now proposed that in order to 
better cope with the needs of the prov¬ 
ince in this respect that a department 
of labor be created by the government 
with a deputy minister of labor in 
in charge. This is planned for the 
consideration of the next legislature. 

In declaring their intention, if re- 


is little wonder that many leaden of 
political thought are now promising 
their support to the administation on 
this occasion. Critical times are still 
ahead of the province they admit, and 
the Stewart administration is recog- 
hized as the force which can safely 
steer.jla course through the problems 
of {he future.

NOTABLE DEVELOPMENT IN 
POULTRY BREEDING 


The Experimental Farms 6f the Do¬ 
minion are doing some excellent work 
in poultry breeding. After four or 
five years, birds and strains have 
been produced off exceedingly high 
productive capacity. At Kentville, N. 
S., eleven breeding pens contain birds 
that in their pellet year laid an aver¬ 
age of 197 eggs, the highest bird lay¬ 
ing 270. eggs in 62 weeks. At this 
station a Barreif Kock pullet laid 104 
cogs in 104 days. In sections where 
a few years ago ten or a dozen eggs 
a year from a hen. were a rarity, 
there are now hundreds that run to 
from 153 to 250. In the Eastern 
townships, Que., 266 eggs have been 
reached and from 150 to 200 is a 
common record. In the prairie prov¬ 
inces the experimental farms have 
reached high record. At Indian Head 
Sask., last year 105 pullets had an 
average of 183.7 eggs, the highest be¬ 
ing 292. At Lethbridge, Alta., the 
average production has increased two 
or three times over what it was nine 
or ten years ago. New Brunswick has 
a similar tale to tell, one hen at Fred¬ 
ericton reaching 246 eggs in a year. 
British Columbia, however, takes the 
palm, iAt the Agassiz Experimental 
Farm, 200 eggs are common and from 
250 to 270 are not rare. At the Van¬ 
couver Island station 200 pullets gave 
an average of 196.97, 82 going above 
200. The high production of 300 
eggs in a year has been reached for 
one pullet . Hens that cannot lay 
200 in a twelve month are not wanted 
and no cockerel is retained unless his 
mother laid 250 eggs in her pullet 
year. It should be noted that high 
class breeding stocks and eggs are 
available to the public from the Ex¬ 
perimental Farms. This opportunity 
is being well taken advantage of, the 
demand for pedigree cockerels, 
through which the best laying results 
are obtained, far exceeding the sup¬ 
ply.

to the first and second editions of her book on 
the legal status of women of Alberta,” says that 
“the women of Alberta are more favored in re¬ 
gard to legal status than are those of any other 
province in Canada ’’ Such a tribute might justly 
be applied to all classes in the province, for the 
legislative record of Alberta’s Liberal govern¬ 
ments has been one of consistently upward pro¬ 
gress, many of the enactments placed on the stat¬ 
ute books having been adopted by other progres¬ 
sive-governments of Canada and elsewhere. 

For Rural Districts 

Although the nseds of urban com¬ 
munities have been well looked after, the legisla¬ 
tion enacted for the special benefit of the rural 
parts of the province is of striking importance. 
The appropriation this year for roads, bridges, 
and. ferries is over two and one-quarter million 
dollars, making a total appropriation for that 
purpose in five years six and one-quarter million 
dollars. The province has been covered by a net¬ 
work of telephone lines, so that now even the 
- most remote districts are in almost instant touch 
with populated centers. When unfavorable sea¬ 
sons were experienced in certain portions of the 
province, the government did not hesitate, but 
paid out nearly one and one-quarter million dol¬ 
lars for seed grain, feed, and other relief. The 


“Cow Bill” has been wonderfully successful in en- 
.< abling farmers in newer districts to secure cattle 
under government loans. Farmers are protected 
under another act from unscrupulous machinery 
and other contracts. A great deal of other and 
similar legislation might be mentioned. The gov¬ 
ernment in all its dealings has recognized that the 
future development of the province rests largely 
with the agricultutal, live stock, and dairy inter- 
> ests, and has endeavored to encourage them to the 
full extent of its poweV. 

In Ihe Interest of Women * 

Alberta womeu are especially favored 

Albertp was the first province in Canada to grant 
equal provincial and municipal suffrage. A mother 
. has equal rights with the father in their children. 
Married women have full control of their own 
property. Women have a special interest in the 
“Exemption from -Seizures Ordinance,” which 
protects the family home from seizure under ex¬ 
ecution. A widow’s interest in her husband’s es¬ 
tate, despite provisions in a will to the contrary, 
is also protected. Other legislation has been en¬ 
acted for women. What more could the govern¬ 
ment have done for them? _ ’ ___ - 

Helping Rural Schools 

The educational facilities in Alberta 

are on a high plane. In order to promote the ef¬ 
ficiency and encourage the permanency of rural 
school teachers, the government pays one-third of 
the cost of building and furnishing the teachers’ 
home. Consolidated schools, where they are de¬ 
sired, are aided by government grants. -Where- 
consilodation'is impossible or is not desired, three 
times the usual grant is made to two-room 
schools, so that educational facilities may be 
largely increased. The.educational opportunity of 
the child in the country is now more nearly equal 
to that of the child in the town or city, by rea¬ 
son of special legislation providing for high school 
education in the rural districts. The government- 
believes in providing adequate educational facili¬ 
ties for even the most remote districts, so that 
the children of settlers miles from a railroad fir 
settlements may have a fair start in life. 


T HE STEWART GOVERNMENT today stands behind an imposing record of

DEMPSEY DEFEATED 
CARPENTIEB 


Jack Dempsey is still heavyweight 
pugilistic champion of the world. A 
crushing right swing from his fist 
shattered the titular aspirations of 
Georges Carpentier in the fourth 
round of the so-cklled “battle of the 
century” on Saturday afternoon last. 
The pile-driving blow l&nded flush up¬ 
on the jaw of the Frenchman, flooring 
him for the second time in a triflle 
more than a minute of fighting in the 
fourth and decisive round. 

Fight By Rounds 

ROUND 1—They were sent away at 
3-18. Carpehtier landed a light left 
and clinched. Carpentier landed a 
right. Carpentier missed a right, but 
connected with a left hook. Dempsey 
punished him by beating him unmer¬ 
cifully. Carpentier was groggy and 
bleeding at the nose. Carpentier 
fell through the ropes trying to avoid 
a punch. He fell into Dempsey when 
he crawled back into the ring, and 
landed several blows on the champion 
at the end of the round, Dempsey 
had the better of the round. 

ROUND 2—Carpentier-missed With 
a left and clinched. Carpentier backed 
away and Dempsey hooked with a 
right to the jaw. Dempsey followed 
him, beating him around the head 
with his right. Carpentier was, short 
with a left hook, but staggered the 
champion with right and left to the 
jaw. Dempsey Stagged back a bit, 
and spit the Frenchman's eye with a 
left hook. The cut was under the 
eye. • Dempsey missed a right swing. 
Carpentier missed a right swing. They 
exchanged body punches in the clinch¬ 
es as the bell rang. 

« ROUND 3—Carpentier ducked a 
left hook. Dempsey backed into the 
ropes and hit with a short right. Car- 
pentTer landed two uppercuts to the 
body in a clinch. As they clinched 
Dempsey punished the invader in the 
body, and Carpentier nearly fell down 
when he missed a'right swing. They 
mi.-sed lefts to the'head, and Dempsey 
punished Carpentier viciously in the 
infighting. Dempsey landed a left 
and right to the head without a re¬ 
turn. They exchanged left hooks to 
the chin. Carpentier’s left swing was 
short, and Dempsey clubbed him on 
the jaw with a left hook in the clinch. 
Dempsey battered Carpentier into a 
corner with rights and lefts at the 
bell. The bell saved Carpentier from 
a knockout. • Dempsey’s round. 

ROUND 4—Dempsey rushed Car¬ 
penter to the ropes with a left to the 


body and made him wince. Carpen¬ 
tier landed a right to the head and 
tried to hang on. Dempsey missed 
Carpentier. The continual bombard¬ 
ment of heavy blows from Dempsey’s 
fists was rapidly weakening Carpen¬ 
tier. The Frenchman began to sag 
noticeably at the knees and after 
about five seconds of punishment 
crumpled up on the floor from a vic¬ 
ious right to the body and left to the 
chin. Carpentier was not unconscious 
but in sore distress as he lay curled 
up on his side. Referee Ertle began 
the count as he stood alongside the 
prostrate Frenchman, while Dempsey 
leaned against tHe ropes with a car- 
donic grin on his face, watching the 
rise and fall of the referee’s hands. 
At the count of nine Georges rose to 
his knees and got . to his feet in a 
game but weakened . condition. The 
champion was upon him again in a 
flash and another crushing left to the 
mid-section, followed by a flashing 
right to the chin with all of Dempsey’s 
weight behind it hurled Carpentier to 
the floor again with a thud that could 
be heard many feet from the ring. 
Again Carpentier lay on his side 
while, the count went on and at the 
sound of eight he made a desperate 
attempt to regain his feet. He raised 
his body part way from the floor with 
highlight hand, but the effort was fu¬ 
tile, and two seconds later the Euro¬ 
pean champion was counted out On his 
back. The time of the final round 
was one minute and sixteen seconds.
